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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1. Claims 1, 3-8, 10-1 1, 13-17, 19-21, 23-24, and 26-27 and 29 are currently pending in this 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
"Specification of the Bluetooth System- Part E" hereinafter referred to as the Bluetooth 
Specification. 

4. The Bluetooth Specification teaches the invention as claimed including a system, method, 
apparatus, and a machine-readable medium embodying instructions comprising: a processor; a 
control hub coupled to the processor; an I/O interface coupled to the control hub (Such 
components as genetically described the applicants' specification are inherent to any Bluetooth 
system.); wherein the processor control hub, and I/O interface are collectively configured to: 
send a query (See Figure 2.1 on page 330); and receive a response including a set of records of 
available services, each record of the set including a service name and a service virtual 
communication port (the ServicelD on page 334), connecting to each service for which a record 
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exists in the set of records (page 331), and the query being sent utilizing a Bluetooth protocol 
SDP request and the response being sent in the form of an SDP response. 

5. The Bluetooth Specification also teaches the reverse scenario wherein a query is received 
and a response is sent regarding the query (page 331, third paragraph). 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 9/13/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The applicant argues that the claimed limitations of connecting to each service for 
which a record exists in the set of records and connecting a first service of the available services 
to a remote device based on a service name of the first service supplied by the remote device is 
not disclosed nor suggested by the Bluetooth specification; however the cited page 331 of the 
Bluetooth specification clearly describes a means of retrieving service records and means for 
connecting to services. The applicant's claims and arguments are very broad in nature and fail to 
convey what is regarded as novelty over the Bluetooth Specification. The applicant's 
specification does not clearly define differences between the applicant's invention and the 
Bluetooth Specification. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. WO 02/45382 provides a detailed description of the discovery of virtual 
communications ports with Bluetooth and it has an earlier priority date (US application number 
09/728,025).
